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Ping, ping, spring, spring, sang the 
drip of clear sap as it hit the tin 
bucket that hung from a spile on the 
trunk of a great old maple tree. 
Though this heralded the most joyous 
season of the year, I was sad. Oh, 
very, very sad for it would be the last 
time this particular bush would yield 
its sweeter than sugar harvest. Next 
year it would echo to the sound of 
bulldozers and carpenters’ hammers 
for it is to be “‘a’new subdivision af- 
fording gracious country living within 
commuting distance of the city.” 

Iwas reminded of the first time I 
became aware of the fact maple syrup 
actually comes from trees. I was a 
prairie child born and bred and my 
early association with maple syrup 
was from a. bottle. Then one day, 
when my first. spring dawned in the 
rural area of an eastern Canadian 
province, I was taken to the summer 
residence of the late Sir Sam Hughes 
in the Haliburton highlands of On- 
tario. 


Sir Sam was a colorful figure of 
World War 1, who won fame for the 
rapidity with which he booted recruits 
in the early months of that first world 
conflict. I mean that literally for 
equipment for those intrepid souls 
was hard to come by. But Sir Sam, 
then only a commissioned officer, 
knew where to go for quick results. 
Back in his home town of Lindsay, 
Ont., there was a shoe manufacturing 
concern that became a byword among 
Canadian soldiers. Now non-existent, 
this company shod much of the army 
almost as fast as recruits signed up 
and before the war ended Beal boots 
marched thousands of miles through 
the mud and slush of war-torn 
Europe. ' 

How did I get all mived up with 
boots when I started out to lament 
the demise of the sugar bush? Yes, 
of course, I commenced to relate my 
introduction to the process of extract- 
ing sap from the trees and boiling it 
down into clear brown syrup. 

Actually I didn't see it happén that 


“way on the shores of Eagle Lake. 


There was just the evidence of indus- 
try, a shed stacked roof high with 
literally hundreds of small tin buckets. 
Little tin. funnels that looked like

spigots and are called spiles rolled 
around on the floor, Outside, huge 
iron caldrons half turned over rusted 
beneath the tall trees. Stone boats, 
used to haul the syrup out of the 
bush, had heen adandoned like a 
worn-out glove. Sugaring at Eagle 
Lake was as much a thing of the 
past as World War 1 and Beal boots. 

My curiosity however, was very 
much alive. When we bought our 
small farm during the hungry thirties 


I discovered there was @ small sugar | 


| maple on the property. I could hardly 
‘wait for the first spring. I scoured 
the library for information on tapping 
trees. When the first winds of March 
swept across our fields I took my 
trusty drill in one hand, tin bucket 
and spile in the other and marched 
eut to encourage nature to give of 
her bounty. Visions of pancakes 
swimming in my very own maple 
syrup spurred me on through knee- 
high drifts. 


Each morning, I went out to gather 
the day’ yield, usually about two 
‘tablespoonsful. When I had collected 
' nearly a quart I started boiling and 
skimming. ‘The smell of the boiling 
| sap in a small house was sickening. 
Directions simply said “boil and skim 
until clear.’ I ended up with little 
more than a tablespoon of syrup and 

ta bad case of the gags. I thought I 
could never face another pancake em- 
bellished with maple syrup. 

A number of years later I was in- 
vited to a “sugaring off’ on a nearby 
farm. I learned why my tree had not 
“given.” There is a special place one 
must drill for sap on any sugar maple 
tree. It takes experience to find a 
large tap root above which the spile 
hould be sunk into the tree's trunk, 
Older trees have spile scars so that it 
is easy to recognize where they should 
be placed about two feet from the 
ground. 

Sugaring off was a family tradition 
in this farm home. Neighbours from 
near and far gathered each spring to 
watch the last kettle of sap bubble up 
and simmer down into a golden pool. 
We were all given tin pie plates and 
1 soon found we were expected to fill 
them with snow. But before this hap- 


pened we marched around the huge

Now that winter fishing for pickerel 
has drawn to a close 4 summary can 
be made of angler returns from local | 
district waters. 

Cornservation officers making 
periodic checks on anglers through- 
out the winter have gathered a con- 
siderable backlog of data concerning 
the winter pickerel fishery. 

‘This information shows that pick- | 


erel catches were best during late; 
December through January. A general 
decrease in catches occurred during | 
February and early March, with 
slight increase again the last two 
weeks in March. 

The ratio between male and female 
fish caught showed considerable in- 
consistency with some catches almost ' 
predominantly males in the early part 
of the winter. Other catches contained 
both males and females.

lakes containing pickerel it was not 
possible for Conservation Officers to 
secure information on the rate of re- 
covery by angling on all of them. 
Creel records on more than 25 of 
the more important pickerel fishing 
waters shows that the recovery rate 
of pickerel taken by winter anglers 
was low, even though most lakes 
could be easily reached during the 
winter, due to the lack of‘deep snow, 
and exceptionally good ice conditions. 
Creel records show 636 anglers con- 
-tacted during the past winter caught 
123 pickerel in 2,244 hours angling: 
‘The above figures are only a rep- 


resentative sample of the total ang-, 


ling hours and fish caught, but it 
does indicate the average trend of the 
rate of recovery. 

Perch, Pike and Ling made up @ 
considerable part of the daily catch 
by anglers who were actually fishing 
for Pickerel, although 4 few anglers 
preferred to fish for Pike only. 

Winter -angling for pickerel has 
created an outstanding source of out- 
door recreation at the time when most 
other activities are at a minimum. 

The low rate of recovery of Pickerel 


from district waters during the winter | 


months does not mean that there is 4 
shortage of pickerel in District Lakes. 
Biological surveys conducted annually 
en many of the lakes where creel 


census data was collected during the | 


past winter has shown exceptionally 
high populations of this species ex- 
istent. ‘ 
There is little or no connection be- 
tween the number of Pickerel present 
in a body of water and the number 
that anglers are capable of ‘catching. 


Often lakes carrying large populations 
of pitkerel are the ones that anglers

I have never been able fully 
to make up my mind whether 
certain aspects of otter behaviour 
merely chance to resemble that 
of human beings, cr whether, in 
the case of animals as young as 
Mij was, there is actual mimicry 
of the human foster parent.

The British actress, Vivien 
Leigh, whom the whole world 
identities with the charming but 
turbulent heroine of the late 
Margaret Mitchell's epic of the 
Civil War, returned for a three- 
day visit in connection with a 
revival of the film which - first 
made her famous. The revival is 
a part of Atlanta’s Civil War 
Centennial Celebration. 

Standing on a_ floodlighted 
platform in front of Loew's 
Grand Theater where “Gone 
With the Wind” first was shown 
22 years ago, Miss Leigh looked 
into the upturned faces of thou- 
sands of Atlantans crowed into 
the triangle formed by Peach- 
tree and Pryor Streets (Atlanta’s 
counterpart of Times Square) 
and told them: “It’s wonderful 
_. . It's wonderful to be back.” 
Her cultivated British, voice was 
choked with emotion. 

With her was Olivia de Havil- 
land, who played the part. of 
Melaine Hamilton, the gentle 
and faithful wife of Ashley 
Wilkes. She also was greeted 
by stormy applause.. Only they 
of the four. principal stars of 
“Gone With the Wind” are left 
today. Clark Gable, the swash- 
buckling Rhett Butler of the 
film, passed on recently. Leslie 


. Howard—the cultivated but fu- 


tile Southern aristocrat, Ashley 
Wilkes—was lost on a_ British 
transport plane during World 
War II. 

The movie's revival brought 
back a flood of memories to 
Mayor Hartstieid, who has serv- 
ed in his post longer than the 
mayor of any other large Ameri- 


can city, whites Joseph H. Baird’ 


in the Christian Science Monitor. 


It was he who welcomed the 
film starts at the premiere in 
the same theater Dec. 15, 1939.

Should Atomic 
Wastes Be Dumped? 


Will radioactive waste stay 
harmless indefinitely once it’s 
been dumped into the sea? This 
problem is vexing America’s 
scientists. 

As ever-greater quantities of 
so-called low-level atomic waste 
are disposed of in American Wa- 
ters, some fear a leakage, which 
could be very dangerous for 


. people living along the neigh- 


bouring coastline. 

Fish, too, could become con- 
taminated and to handle or eat 
them would cause blistering 
wounds, 

To prevent such dangers, & 
“hot” waste study project is now 
operating “in the Santa Cruz 
basin off the Californian coast. 
There, radioactive material, in- 
cluding debris from atomic fac- 
tories and laboratories, is being 
dumped in containers of experi- 
mental sizes and shapes, includ- 
ing fifty-five-gallon steel drums 
and reinforced concrete cylin- 
ders. 

Lowered by cable, the contuin- 
ers are photographed during 
their immersion to depths of 
1,000 fathoms. After some 
months, specimens will be photo- 
graphed again, and others heul- 
ed back to the surface for in- 
spection.. Sometimes, the pres- 
sure of water cracks a drum.

One Way Of Meeting 
A Great Challenge 


In our security - conscious, 
steam-heated society, boredom 
and a loss of real zest for life 
are rather common. People com- 
plain that there is no challenge 
in daily living, that everything 
moves along in a prearranged, 
or at least readily predictable, 
fashion. 

It is true that a man can no 
longer get together a few house- 
hold goods in a wagon and head 
west toward a frontier. It is not 
at all true that there are no 
longer any challenges that will 
test the mettle of a courageous 
man .or women. 

We have in mind one challenge 
in particular, It can be simply 
stated: Try applying the precepts 
of your religion, without reserv- 
ation or sail-trimming, to daily 
life. Although this may sound 
rather simple, a challenge not to 
be compared with the hardships 
and hostile savages that tested 
the pioneers, it is actually the 
most demanding challenge of all. 

Suppose that concept of the

ethers? Suppose the admonition

Suppose everyone ac- 
cepted as a solemn obligation the 
demand to feed the hungry, 
clothe the naked, comfort .the 
oppressed—without, be it noted, 
first taking precautions to assure 
personal comfort? 


Those are only hints of the 
immeasurably great challenge 
that confronts us all. There is 


still plenty of pioneering to. be 
done.—Greenwood (Miss.) Com- 
monwealth. 


They Store Apples 
Under Water ! 


A traveller who recently re- 
turned from a visit to Hungary 
has been telling of some tasty 
apples and vegetables he ate 
straight from the river bed! And 
before you think this man is off 
his head—let us say that he did 
so as a result of an experiment 
for using underwater beds for 
food storage. 

At twelve sites, intluding va- 
rious places on the Danube and 
Tiza rivers, supplies of apples 
were sunk in plastic containers. 
In some instances, the surface of 
the water froze over—but with 
no ill effects to the apples. 

The authors of the scheme, 
two horticultural experts, San- 
dor Fejes and Jozef Kresch, 
joined forces with an engineer 
of the Synthetic Material Re- 
search Association.

Now We Have The 
Stamp Bootlegger 


Stamp dealers. in the U.S. 
badger countries from Afghanis- 
tan to Zululand to. keep issuing 
new stamps, essential imports for 
the $100 million-a-year philatel- 
ist trade. Partly due to this pres- 
sure, the volume of new stamps 
has hit blizzard proportions (in 
1960, world postal departments 
turned out nearly 2,000 special 
issues). But traders last month 
were complaining louder than 
ever, 

Cause of their troubles: Phila- 
telic free-booters cornering the 
market. Here’s how they work. 
A broker, usually an American 
with connections, buys up exclu- 
sive rights to the new ‘issue of a 
cooperative nation, often at a 
discount, and sells the stamps for 
whatever the market will bear. 
One New York firm, for ex- 
ample, peddied foreign 6-cent 
stamps in this country last, year 
for $8.50 apiece. The over - all 
take, according to Britain’s Phil- 
atelic Traders’ Society, often runs 
to about $100,000 on a single is- 
sue. 

“When you think of collectors 
who are having to pay fancy

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Cairo Car-Parking 
Colorful Business 


Pulling up to the curb of a 
downtown Cairo street recently I 
was accosted by a tall, black- 
faced man dressed in a long 
brown overcoat and red tarboosh. 


“Leave the brake off when you 
leave and put the gear in neu- 
tral,” he said quietly im a deep, 
ace voice. “If someone 

umps you from the rear the car 
won't be hurt, you see.” 

“Oh, yes,” 1 said, taking his ad- 
vice and prepared to get out of 
the car. 

Then, as I looked away for a 
moment, there came a thunder- 
ing shout in Arabic that resem- 
bled the liner Queen Elizabeth 
putting out to sea. ’ 

“YA KAWI!” 

Looking at the kind-faced man, 
1 found him smiling through big, 
gold teeth and pointing upward. 
In wnother moment there came 
another stenorian “YA KAWI!” 


“Old Sa’ad the car parker here 
is the most religious man on 
Kasr el Nil Street,” a passerby 
stopped to tell me. “The Koran 
says good Moslems should repeat 


Allah’s name as often as pos- 
sible. 
“Sa’ad has such a powerful 


voice he lets it go every now and 
then. Allah has’about 100 names 
and “Ya Kawi” (Oh All-Power- 
ful One) is one of them. 

“This. is his 22nd year on this 
very spot. If- people around here 
don’t know him by sight they 
know him by voice.” 

“YA .KAWI!!" Sa’ad roared 
once again. “YA KAWI'! "YA 
KAWI!!” 

Sa’ad Mirzilni Sa’ad is Cairo’s 
most colorful car parker, a job 
preferred by some of Egypt's 
most unusual personalities. 
Where the United States has 
parking meters and police. to 
check them, Cairo has car park- 
ers who must use their own de- 
vices to be sure they get paid. 

Sections of Cairo streets are 
divided up by mutual agreement, 
the higher-paying curbs near the 
center of town being preferred 
and going to men with highest 
seniority. Concessions are some- 
‘times passed on to sons or cous- 
ins like valuable family legacies. 
There are few easier jobs in 
Egypt. 

In return for finding parking 
spaces and for insuring that hub- 
caps remain where they belong, 
drivers pay one piaster — about 
two cents — to the car parkers. 
The custom is purely voluntary 
and many try to get away with- 
out paying. A few Americans 
here, for example, pride them- 
selves on resisting this non- 
bureaucratic system saying, 
“Why should we pay! There’s no 
law about it, is there?” 

They ignore the car parkers 
frantic screams of “Aiwa! Aiwa!” 
as they pull out from the curb 
while he stands in their path. It 
is his only way of getting the pi- 
aster from reluctant car owners, 
writes James Davidson in the 
Christian Science Monitor. 

Sa’ad Mirzilni is one of Cairo’s 
oldest and most respected car 
parkers. For 22 years he has 
worked the north side of Kasr 
el Nil Street opposite the Wahba 
Building: where many foreign 
correspondents have their offices. 
His booming “KAWIS” are a fa- 
miliar part of the daily street 
scene. He is married and has 
four children. Asked why he 
works instead. ef following the 
Oriental custom of living off 
children, he replies, “It’s better 
to work. I can’t stay home idle. 
Allah wouldn't like it. I’m still 


About six feet, two and weigh- 
ing over 200 pounds, Sa’ad indeed 
presents an imposing figure. 

“My father came from Darfour 
in Sudan,” he tells you. “He was 
six feet, five and 275 pounds. He 
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bad 
lived to be 110.7 At whcech print 
Sa’ad usually: lets off another, 
“YA KAWI!!” 

Sa’ad worked five years jn the 
Egyptian Army in Palestife and 
Sudan. And before becoming a 
carparker he servo, five years 
with Cairo polices * 

He makes between-a dollar an 
a dollar and a half. a day — a 
good salary in Egypt-for unskill- 
ed, illiterate work (farm laborers 
get 50 cents a day). Sa’ad, how- 
ever, is an exception and is liter- 
ate, as the pile of newspapers by 
his chair at the curb testify. | 

Cairo carparkers are part of 
the city’s lower income brackets 
and most. of them have come 
from the villages. They are all 
especially religious. Five times a 
day they, spread out a newspaper 
on the sigewalk, face Mecca. and 
pray. ’ rg Bee 

New regulations are coming 
out regulating traffic. Where be- 
fore car parkers could fill streets 
with double and triple parkers, 
getting the added piasters that 
went with them, police now are 
cracking down. In many streets 
in mid-Cairo double parking is 
out. 

It won't be long, many people 
feel, before Cairo officials take 
the opportunity for added rev- 
enues-and install parking meters. 
And when they. do one of Cairo’s 
most colorful citizens, foghorn- 
voiced Sa’ad Mirzilni Sa’ad will 
have to return to his home near 
King Farouk’s former Abdin Pa- 
lace and live off his sons. It will 
be a sad day for him, indeed. 

Cairo might be more .efficient 
withoyt Sa’ad and his colorful 
colleagues, but one wonders -if 
the city would be as interesting 
as it is with them on the job.

Harry Galloway, Purdue Uni- 
versity agronomist, says he is 
impressed by the willingness of 
Midwest farmers to try out the 
new tillage methods tested at the 
experiment stations. In Ohio, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Illinois, and 
some other states, as well as in 
Indiana, practical. farmers. have 
put the MT methods to the test 
and are getting results, Mr. Gal- 
loway says, Field men of the 
Purdue University extension ser- 
vice interviewed 57 farmers who 
raised their corn’ by the MT 
method and heard 56 of them say 
“MT pays off.”

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Ben‘s Pockets Were

My brother Ben followed in 
his father’s footsteps in the mat- 
ter of filling his pockets so that 
Mother used to remark, “Ben 
outcrams his father.” Mother 
could not take with Ben the 
same measures that she took with 
me because the pockets in a boy’s 
clothing were too numerous to 
be sewed up. She tried scolding 
him. She sought to reward him 
when he remembered to keep his 
pockets clear and clean but 
neither blame nor praise could 
change his ways. «» 


Even as a small child, my bro- 
ther was a confirmed berry- 
picker. It was he who always 
found the first sweet strawberry 
in the meadow grass and-har- 
vested the last tart cranberry in 
the frosty marsh. Mother was 
pleased that he liked to pick 
berries but .she deplored his 
practice of depositing them in 
his pockets where, crushed and 
mixed with chalk and marbles, 
they became entirely unedible. 
Father, who himself was a great 
berry-picker, pleased both Mo- 
ther and Ben by suggesting a 
device that solved the berries- 
in-pocket problem. He showed 
Ben how to cut a band of bark 
from a white birch, how to fash- 
ion it into a cup and pin the 
edges together with a briar or 
a sharp twig. Birch baskets fill- 
ed in turn with strawberries, 
blueberries, raspberries, black- 
berries, and cranberries were 
weleome offerings which Ben 
brought to our kitchen table. 

When Ben was older, he did 
not cease to pick berries but he 
also gathered objects of a less 
attractive nature.

Job 2: 3-6; 19: 13-21 


Memory Selection: Blessed is the 
man that endureth temptation; 
for when he is tried, he shall 
receive the crown of life, which 
the Lord hath promised to them 
that love him. James 1:12. 


The problem of suffering is 
always ‘with us. The book of Job 
faces these problems realistically 
and answers some of them. Let 
us consider three of them. 

(1) Suffering is not necessar~- 
ily punishment for the indivi- 
dual’s sin. God's testimony of 
Job was, “A perfect and an un- 
pright man, one that feareth God 
and escheweth evil.” Even after 
his loss of property and children, 
“In all this Job sinned not, nor 
charged God foolishly.” Then 
after Satan’s second vicious at- 
tack, this time on Job's body, 
the comment is, “In all this did 
not Job sin with his lips.” Job’s 
so-called friends said he must 
have sinned to have incurred 
such suffering but God's word 
of him is good. ; 

(2) Suffering is a test of faith, 
While pain*has its origin in the 
nervous system, the pressure 
upon man’s spirit is terrific. This 
is evidenced in Job’s laments 
such as, “Let the day perish 
wherein I was born.” This.is the 
time when faith ‘is a great source 
of strenath. . Job: said, “Though 
he slay me, yet will 1 trust in 
him.” Faith thus tested in the 
fires of affliction, comes out 
stronger. ‘ 

(3) Let us continue in our ef- 
forts to alleviate suffering, but 
we shall never. eliminate it. We 
have made marvelloug progress 
in the control of T.B., but cancer 
increases. This world isn’t heav- 
en. Pain accompanies man in his 
earthly pilgrimage. The Chris- 
tian must learn to receive bene- 
fit through his suffering. Job 
exclaimed, “When he hath tried 
me, I shall come forth as geld.” 
Job got a clearer vision of God, 
This is especially seen in the last 
chapter. He was chastened and 
humbled, He learned patience. — 
So for us all. We must capitalize” 
on our sufferings. When Paul's — 
prayer for the removal of the 
thorn from his flesh was answef: 
ed with a promise of grace suf- 
ficient, he said, “Most gladly 
therefore will I rather glory in 
my.Anfirmities, that the power of 
‘Christ may rest upon me.” The 
Christian can, by the grace of 
God, be triumphant in the time 
of suffering.

Througghout the years there 
have been many alleged miscar- 
riages of justice. In this case 
there should not ‘have been a 
conviction..-~" ~*~ 

Florence Maybeck was convict- 
ed mainly because she had com- 
mitted adultery — not because 
she was charged with murdering 
her husband. 

Scientists called as witnesses 
at her trial could not agree that 
Mr. Maybrick had died from 
arsenical poisoning. And it was 
by no means certain that his 


wife had administered the poi- 
gon... 


Even today experts sometimes. 


have difficulty in stating the 
cause of\a particular death. In 
a number cf cases since the war 
forensic experts have been un- 
able to agree on what is the fatal 
dose of a poison. : 

It’s hardly surprising that they 
couldn't agree seventy years ago 
in the case’ of Mrs. Maybrick. 
The jury do not appear to have 
been interested in the arguments 
and quarrels of the scientists. 
They apparently were determin- 
ed to convict an unlucky woman 
who, by standards of modern 
justice, should have been acquit- 
ted. 

The dead man- Was a hypo- 
chondriac, for years he had been 
dosing himself with pills and 
potions for health and other rea- 
sons. When such people die it’s 
difficulty to ascertain the cause. 

Nevertheless, science put Flo- 
rence Maybrick in the dock. Her 
trial and sentence is a blot on 
British justice. She had all the 
bad luck that could come to any 
woman. 

The day after her conviction 
for murdering her husband, us- 
ing arsenic, ‘The Times’ made 
this comment: “It is useless to 
disguise the fact that the public 
are not thoroughly convinced of 
the prisoner's guilt. It has been 
noticed by them that the doctors 
differed beyond all hope. of 
agreement as to the cause of 
death.” 

The general public were alarm- 
ed.

law doesn’t take kindly to an 
adulteres#*charged-with the mur- 
der of her husband. 

She was tried at Liverpool in 
July, 1889, before Sir James Fitz- 
james Stephen, then one of the 
senior High Court judges. In his 
prime he had been responsible 
for the Indian Penal Code. 

But when he sat in judgment 
on Mrs. Maybrick he was an old 
and sick man. He had had at 
least two strokes and his handl- 
ing of the case was grossly un- 
fair to the prisoner. 

Mrs. Maybrick was also the 
victim of her times, in that at 
the period of her trial there was 
no Court of Criminal Appeal 
and, being tried before the Crim- 
inal Evidence Act. 1898, she was 
unable to go into the witness 
box and give evidence on hef 
own behalf, writes David Ensor 
in “Tit-Bits’’. 

Florence, a young, attractive 
American, was married to James 
Maybrick, thirty years her sen- 
ior, in 1881: The marriage was 
not happy. Mr. Maybrick was 
an unpleasant character, who had 
been: in the habit of taking 
drugs for some time.’ He had 
been taking strychnine and 
arsenic both as tonics and as 
aphrodisiacs. His own health 
was his principal consideration 
and, both in America and in 


England, he obtained medicines . 


which contained arsenic. He took 
these regularly, ‘Being so appre- 
hensive about his: health he con- 
sulted many doctors. It was per- 
fectly clear that his own doctor 
in Liverpool gave him no arsenic. 


’ ‘Mr. Maybrick was dosing him-_ 


self daily with quack remedies 
and medicines. At the same time 
Florence was rash enough to 
have an affair with a man named 
Brierly, with whom, on at least 
one occasion, she had stayed in 
London. Before long her hus- 
band’s relatives and her servants 
found out about it. 
~The Maybrick home was very 
unhapppy. In April, 1889, James 
Maybrick fell ill for the last 
ime. There was evidence that 
orence had bought arsenical 
flypapers and she had been seen 
soaking them in water. There 
was evidence that she had given 
a meat extract to her husband, 
which was afterwards found to 
contain arsenic. 

When her husband died and 
she was tried for his murder she 
gaid the soaking of the papers 
was for the purpose of obtaining 
a cosmetic preparation and she 
lead added a powder to the meat 
extract at the express: wish of 
the dead man. 

In his body the scientists 
found plenty of arsenic, but that 
was hardly surprising as he had 
been taking it for years. It was 
her infidelities which led to her 
conviction, I believe. 

The doctors had been quite 
unable to agree that arsenic was 
the cause of death. Their argu- 
ments made it clear there might 
have been various causes of 
death. In such circumstances 
there should never be a convic- 
tion. But she was sentenced to 
death. , 

The gallows had already been 
erected when the Home Secre- 
tary decided to commute the 
punishment to penal- servitude 
for life because, he said, “there 
was a reasonable doubt that the 
death was in fact caused by the 
administration of arsenic.” . 

if that was so, Mrs. Maybrick 
was\ not guilty, but the author- 
ities had the effrontery to keep 
her in prison for fifteen years. 
Surely this was a monstrous in- 
justice?

When the Bounty men rebel- 
ied, they put their snarling, 
bullying .Captain William Bligh 
in a boat, together with eighteen 
men loyal to him, and told bim 
to row for it. Then, led by 
Fletcher Christian, they sailed 
the Bounty back to Tahiti, .col- 
lected a harem of native sweet- 
hearts and, sailed cn to Piteairn 
Island, 1,300 miles away. 

For eighteen years nothing 
was heard of them ‘until: an 
American ship touched at Pit- 
cairn. ; 

Of the original mutineers, one 
man survived. The rest had 
murdered each other in quarrels 
over the women. The survivor, 
former sailing master Adams, 
wae lording it over the island 
surrcunded by a ccurt of native 
women and children. 

The mutineers had not found 
the paradise life. But their 
great-great-grandchildren’ live on 
Pitcairn Island to-day.

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An American View 
Of Toronto's Subway 


In 1928, Senator George Norris 
went to Toronto, Canada, and 
found that ‘a family using 334 kw 
of electricity a month paid $4 35 
for what would have cost $32 in 
Birmingham, Ala, and $40 in 
Nashville, Tenn., another town 
in the then undeveloped Muscle 
Bhoals area. The “example of 
Toronto helped produce the fe- 
derally constructed TVA, now a 
model of regional development 
in emerging countries round the 
world, 


In 953, Toronto created the 
“Metropolitan Council,” known 
fo city planners all over the 
United States because it brought 
jnto a single, unified government 
downtown Toronto and its sub- 
urbs. Sooner or later sometuing 
of this sort must be done in 
United. States cities to end the 
crazy anarchy of rival jurisdic- 
tions now prevailing. 

A third feature should be 
noted in Toronto: It has its own 
subway. Begun in 1949, it. vras 
opened in 1954; it is 4% miles 
long (three miles underground) 
and has 12 stations. The Febsu- 
ary issue of “Metropoiitan 
Transportation” calls it “probab- 
ly the most successful postwar 
rep 4 transit installation on the 
continent.” It says: 

“Toronto is the only important 
city on the North American con- 
tinent which appears to fied a 
rational solution: to the transper- 


’ tation problem.” 


Toronto is about the size of 
Washington, D.C. Its downtown 
population in 1956 was 700,000 
and the new population now, cm- 
braced by “Metropolitan Counn- 
cil” (Metro) is about 1,400,000. 

Seven years of operating the 
highspeed public subway has 
been so ‘successful that a new 
10-mile subway is being © built. 
Ontario’s. Prime Minister Leslie 
Frost broke ground for this Nov. 
16, 1959. The 10-year project will 
have 25 stations and carry an 
“estimated 345,000 riders a day. 


The present subway carries 
250,000 passengers every -busi- 
ness day, with 32,000 at the peak 
hour. Three advantages are as- 
cribed to it. 

First: The subway eased sur- 
face traffic congestion overnight, 
removing streetcars on busiest 
roads and giving the city trans- 
portation equivalent to a ligh- 
way 20 lanes wide. 

Second: The subway save time. 
hh converted car drivers into 
transit riders. It kept an esti- 
mated 10,000 automobiles off 
downtown streets every bus‘ness 
day. ° 

Third: Millions of dollars were 
added to assessment rolls by new 


_ commercial and office buildings 
‘along the entire route. It saved 


‘the centre of the city and made 
wuburbs accessible. Assessed 
values in the 14 subdivisions 
served by the subway jumped 
37 per cent, contrasted to only 
20 per cent elsewhere. Orie esti- 
mate says: the tax increase from 
this valuation jump. was enough 
to liquidate the subway cost. 

The public likes the subway. 
According to the magazine, “It 
has proved to be the anchor of 
the community. It has assured 
the permanence and stability of 
the downtown area, which is the 
foundation for growth and pros- 
perity of any city.” 

This judgment may be unduly 
optimistic, but at least Toronto 
likes what it has well enough to 
launch another 10-mile new rurb- 


way.

. In a month or so the tubers 
should have good root systems 
and can be transplanted into in- 
dividual pots. By May in mild 
climates they can be put out- 
doors, directly in the ground or 
their pots set into the ground. 
In the North this should not be 
done until June. Large plants 
may need staking. 

Begonias must be sheltered 
from wind and: hot sun, They 
are heavy feeders and will .ap- 
preciate liquid plant food at in- 
tervals during the summer, Keep 
them well watered. The tubers 
of most kinds need to be dug up 
at the end of the season, dried, 
and stored.

Gets A Setback 
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. @ coroner, : 


‘He was tried, convicted, and 
gertenced to death, the trial 
judge holding that the police 
trick “had no tendency to pro- 
duce a coniession that was not 
in accord with the truth.” 


‘But now the United States 


Supreme Court has overturned 
the Connecticut courts, invali- 
dating Rogers’ confession and 
ordering his retrial without it. 

Justice Felix Frankfurter, de- 
livering the court's main opin- 
don, made it plain that truth 
alone is not sufficient to justify 
the admission of a confession in 
evidence. Tt must also be tuvly 
voluntary. 

“Convictions following the ad- 
mission into evidence of confes- 
sions which ére_ involuntary, 


‘Le, the product pf coercion, 


either physical or psychological, 
eannot stand,” he wrote. “This 
is not so much because such 
confessions are unlikely to be 
true but because the methods 
used to extract them offend an 
underlying principle in the en- 


’ forcement of our criminal law; 


that ours is an accusatorial and 
not an inquisitorial system — a 
system in which the state must 
establish guilt by evidence in- 
dependently and freely secured 
and may not by coercion prove 
its charge against the accuied 
eut of his own mouth.” . 

The court has said substanti- 
ally the same thing many times 
before. But it cannot be said too 
frequently. Secret detention for 
the purpose of inducing a sus- 
pect to incriminate himself is 
inherently coercive. It is, indeed, 
a wibstitution of trial by police 
for trial by a court of law. 

John Roges, a former as- 
aistamt United States attorney 
general, has noted that criminal 
+ ones our democracy do not 

in confessions, as those 
ia Communist countries do. 

This is no accident. It is be- 
eause. the. Communist countries 
regularly, employ trial by police.

A Face-Lift For 
A British Queen

She is Boadicea, 


on London's Thames Embank- 
ment was specially groomed in 
preparation for being floodlit to 
commemorate the nineteenth 
centenary of her victory over 
the Roman invaders in A.D. 61. 

Boadicea, who could not read 
or write, became queen of a 
powerful tribe of Britons known 
as the Iceni by marrying their 
king. The tribe occupied the area 
we now call Norfolk and Suf- 
folk and one of. their principal 
occupations, apart from. fighting 
was horse breeding. 

The horses they bred were 
probably used to draw this war- 
rior queen’s chariot. Legend says 
that all Boadecia’s soldiers’ 
chariots had scythes attached to 
their wheels, but some, historians 
have denied that this'is true. 


What they are agreed about is 
that in the battles the Britons 
far outnumbered the Romans but 
were poorly armed and not 
nearly so well trained.” 


It was suggested, some’ years 
ago, that a skeleton found brick- 
ed into the wall of a North Wales 
parish church was that of Boa- 
dicea. Some experts claimed to 
identify her bones through a 
deduction, saying that her final 
battle with the Romans took 


sce not far from where the 


keleton was found.

\ Boadicea is said to have died 
from poison, self-administered, 
after her final battle with the 
Romans. Before every encounter 
she had declared that she would 
conquer or die. 

When a pit full of unique Ro- 
man pottery was found on a 
farm site at Colchester, Essex, 
in 1938, experts said that the pit 
was probably filled up with 
debris after the. then Roman 
city had been destroyed by 
Boadicea,

The resolution proposed by Reeve 
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When Employees Had 
To. Toe The Mark 


Everyone ia familiar with the 
wules covering those employed in 
offices and factories today. Gen- 
erally, the regulations are mod- 
erate—entirely too lenient, many 
employers complain. 

The work week for most work- 
ers is now 35 to 40 hours, and 
leisurely lunch hours and morn- 
ing and afternoon refreshment 
breaks and rest periods are com- 
monplace. Conditions under 
which work is done aré as com- 
fortable as possible, and the 
work itself has been eased con- 
siderably. Onerous and some- 
times humiliating tasks and reg- 
ulations which once. character- 
ized many areas of employment 
have been) eliminated. 

There are still complaints, of 
course. Many are the inevitable 
routine complaints .of ordinary 
workday life, a supervisor's cri- 
ticism, a lack of balance of work 
in zn office or shop, favoritism, 
that sort .of ‘grievance. Some 
complaints are more justifiable. 

But have you stopped recently 
‘to think about the conditions of 

“employment in the last century? 
Today's easy-going rules would 
have been unbelievable for em- 
ployees who worked under these 
company rules in effect in 1854: 

“Any employee who is in the 
habit of smoking Spanish cigars, 
getting shaved at a barber shop, 
going to dances or other places 
of amusement, will surely give 
his employer reason to suspect 
his integrity and all-around 
honesty... . . 

“Bach employee must attend 
Sunday School every, Sunday. 
Men employees are given one 
evening a week for courting and 
two if they go to prayer meeting 
regularly. .. . 

“After 14 hours of work, leis- 
ure time must be spent in read- 
ing good literature.” 

-A few years later, on April 5, 
1872, Zachary U. Geiger, Sole 
Proprietor, posted regulations 
for employees in his Mt. Cory 
Carriage & Wagon Works which 
included the following: 

“Office employees will daily 
sweep the floors, dust the furni- 
ture, shelves, and showcases. 

“Bach day fill lamps, clean 
chimneys, and trim wicks. Wash 
the windows once a week. 

“Bach clerk will bring in « 
bucket of water and a scuttle of 
téal for the day's business. 

“Make yout s carefully. 
You may whittle nibs to y 
individual taste. 

“This office will open at 7 a.m. 
end close at 8 p.m., daily except 
en the Sabbath, on which day it 
will remain closed... . 

“Every employee should lay 
aside from each pay a goodly 
sum of his earnings for his bene- 
fits during his declining years, 
so that he will not become a 
burden upon the charity of his 
betters... . 

“The employee who has per- 
formed his labors faithfully and 
without faults for a period of 
five years in my _ service, and 
who has been thrifty and atten- 
tive to his religious duties and 
ia looked upon by his fellow men 
as a subtantial and law-abiding 
eitizen, will be given an increase 
of five cents per day in his pay, 
providing a just return in profits 
from the business permits it.” 

Barlier in the 18th century, 
Amassa Whitney posted rules in 
his Winchendon, Maas., plant on 
July 5, 1830. Excerpted, they pro- 
vided: 


“The mill will be put into op-— 
eration 10 minutes before sun- 
yise at all seasons of the year. 
The gate will be shut 10 minutes 

t sunset from the 20th of 
rch to the 20th of September, 
et 30 minutes past 8 from the 

h of September to the 20th of 

h. Saturdays at sunset... 
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“It will be required of every 
person employed that they be in 
the room in which they are em- 
ployed at the time mentioned.... 

“Hands are not allowed to 
leave the factory in working 
hours... . 

“Anyone who by negligence or 
misconduct causes damage to the 
machinery, or impedes the pro- 
gress of work, will be liable to 
make good the damage for the 
game... . 

“Any person employed for no 
certain length of time will be 
required to give at least four 
weeks’ notice of their intention 
to leave (sickness excepted) or 
forfeit four weeks’ pay... . 

“Anything tending to impede 
the progress of manufacturing in 


working hours, such as unneces- — 


sary conversation, reading, eat- 


ing fruit, etc., must be avoided, 


“No smoking will be allowed 
in the factory, as it is considered 
very unsafe... . 

“The hands will take break- 
fast, from the first of November 
to the last of March, before go- 
ing to work. [At other times] 
9% minutes will be. allowed for 
breakfast, 30 minutes for dinner, 
and 25 minutes for supper, and 
no more from the time the gate 
is shut till started again.” 

These were typical company 
rules. The similarities in some 
of the regulations were not 
coincidental; the provisions were 
so common that even the word- 
ing was much the same, place to 
place. And the penalty for vio- 
lating’ the rules? Discharge, of 
course, and frequently blacklist- 
ing with other employers. — By 
Ed Townsend in the Christian 
Science Monitor.

Making A Comeback 
After A Stroke 


Over BBC radio one night re- 
cently came a voice from the 
past.

To his cozy, 
gray-flint and red-tiled house on 
a steep hilltop overlooking the 
River Mole at Mickleham, Sur- 
rey, where he lives with his de- 
voted, charming wife, Evelyn, 
came a sheaf of letters. “Your 
voice has the same timbre and 
clarity that I remember ‘during 
the Battle of Britain,” wrote one 
woman, 


Ritchie’s book “Stroke,’’ tells 


“the full story. On May 7, 1955, . 


the robust, fidgety perfectionist, 
then 50, suffered a severe brain 
hemorrhage. At first it was 


- thought he would die. Eventual- 


ly, relieving his paralysis (the 
complete right side) and aphasia 
(loss of voice from injured brain 
cells) became a job for the re- 
habilitation experts. 


“Stroke” reveals with poignant 
perceptiveness the various stages 


of Ritchie’s ordeal, from the first’ 


efforts to exercise his paralyzed 
muscles, to the painfully slow, 
frustrating task of relearning the 
language he had used so well. 

To stroke victimes everywhere 
(750,000 annually in the U.S.), 
Ritchie offers this practical ad- 
vice: “You must be patient, ne 
matter how slowly things go. 
You must set your sights lower 
_,. learn to accept your limita- 
tions.” 


Sausage Skins 
Hid Big Money 


As the grey truck pulled to a 
stop nearby, the Milan police- 
man stared suspiciously. He had 
noticed the van delivering sa- 
lami and other sausages many 
times before and had noted that 
it always seemed to stop at the 
game spots—and always the same 
wary -looking customers were 
served. The matter needed look- 
ing’ into. 

A report went in. Milan’s po- 
lice chief decided to investigate. 
The next time the yan pulled 
up at a customary stopping place 
to serve awaiting man, a squad 
closed in. The driver pushed his 
engine into gear and tried to 
drive off, but the squad was too 
quick for him. 

When the sausages were e€x- 
amined, the police found, a few 
genuine ones but “the others had 
tight skine stuffed, not. with 
meat, but counterfeit American 
dollar bills. 

When the police traced the 
source of the notes they got a 
surprise—they came from the 
local Palace of Justice. The bills 
had been sent there following a 
raid on a vrinting shop and seiz- 
ure of its. output—40,000 coun- 


c terfeit dollar bills. 


A Ministry officlul had been 


delegated to burn the fake notes . 
Instead, faced with the temgting 
pile, he had hidden them be- 
tween the wall and a safe in his 
office. As 1egulations demanded, 
he certified that he’d destroyed 
the notes. Top officials made ap- 
propriate entries in their records 
and the matter was forgotten. 
The notes remained in their hid- | 
ing. place, 

Later, however, the official 
was arrested and found guilty 
of another charge. He was jailed . 
for six months. While in prison 
he often thought of his hoard and 
the time passed in pleasurable 
anticipation. 

Immediately after his release 
he returned to the palace, sneak- 
ed past the guards, and made 
his way to his old office. 

Feverishly, he removed wads 
of the counterfeit nctes, stuffed 
them uncer his shirt and crept 
away. He repeated the visits at 
intervals. 

Accemplices helped him {o 
pack the dollars into sausage 
skins, organize a “sales round” 
and distribute them. The truck’s 
customers were illegal money 
vendors. Passing eff the dollars 
as genuine, they exchanged them 
for Italian lire. 

By the time the police swoop- 
ed, their system had worked s0 
effectively that only $4,000 of the 
hoard remained. The ex-official 
had done well for himself: before 
he stood in the deck again, 
charged with burglary, swindl- 
ing, false pretences and conceal- 
ing stolen goods. 

In the last five years, Interpol 
has uncovered and smashed sev- 
enteen workshops for’ printing 
counterfeit currencies, documents 
and passports in France, sixteen 
in Italy, eleven in Germany and 
eight in Belgium. | 

In a basement workshop in 
Paris a gang was busy printing 
millions. Not content with pro- 
ducing false franc notes, it ran 
off thousands of German D- 
marks, Dutch guilders, Spanish 

setas and American dollar 

ills.

The first people 1 saw in 


Nigeria had come out of a bus. 


gage rack. The passengers were 
scattered in cheerful family 


Everybody seemed pleased to 
see our car, and one of the cook- 
ing.women pressed a banana on 
me. The bus would be there two 
hours, three hours, or perhaps @ 
day or so, she said. It depended 
on when the men from Mamfe 
came to drag it out of the ditch. 
We tried to edge past the bus— 
earefully—because we had seen 
further back the burnt-out wreck 
of a lorry which had got too 
close to the side of the road, and 


‘polled over into the trees down 


the bank. Several of the bus 
passengers woke up or left their 


- food and lined the side of the 


bank, testing the mud, pushing 
at our wheels, and telling us to 
an inch how near the ditch we 
could go. 

We were on our way from 
Bamenda in the Cameroons to 
Calabar in East Nigeria.

Hide All Your 
Shiny Articles ! 


People who visit a ‘large os- 
trich farm in South Africa are 
usually asked by officials to hide 

- all shiny articles they may have 
brought with them. 
_ This is because ostriches might 
otherwise gobble them up. Os- 
triches are used to swallowing 
bright pebbles which help them 
digest their. normal food and 
they find visitors’ rings, brac- 
elets, watches, buttons and spec- 
tators irresistible. © 

While in the Kalahari desert 
of South Africa, traveller and 
novelist William J. Makin re- 
ported that twenty large and 
small diamonds were found in 
the stomach of one ostrich which 
had been allowed to wander 
freely with his companions over 
the diamond fields. 

Mr. Makin reported that the 
ostriches often swallowed dia- 
monds to assist their digestion, 
preferring the gems. because. of 
their hardness or because they 
were naturally attracted by their 
brilliance in the «and. 


The South African government 
claimed that since the ostriches 
had taken the diamonds from 
the fields, they were the prop- 
erty of the state. 


A large number of coins weigh- 
ing more than four pounds and 
worth $10 were found in the 
stomach of an ostrich which died 
in the Buenos Aires zoo. And a 
London Zoo ostrich’s stomach 
yielded two shillings’ worth of 
coppers, a bangle, several pieces 
of silver, jewellery, glass, a 
watch-chain and a glove, as well 
as smaller articles, 

Ostriches still give us many 
everyday articles. Their tough 
leathery skins are made into 
handbags, shoes, wallets, belts, 
gloves and even Bible and other 
book covers. 

And their bones, when milled, 
yield a good-quality bone meat. 
In fact, South African breeders 
pride themselves on using ev- 
ery part of their birds, except 
their brains.

huge business for ostrich farms 
in Edwardian days, and feathers 
fetched prices as high as $500 a 
pound, which often worked out 
at $750 a feather. 

, Nearly a.million ostriches were 
farmed in one district alone. But 
to-day, the feather price has 
slumped to below, $30 a pound, 
and the same district supports 
no more than 50,000 birds. 

When fully grown an ostrich 
could easily beat champion run- 
ner Herb Elliott. Within seconds 
the bird can reach 40 m.p.h. and 
keep it up. 

A single kick from an ostrich 
\could kill a man. 

Curiously, the male ostrich, 
though ill tempered and resent- 
ful of humans, is thoroughly 
domesticated. Under the female's 
eye, he builds the nest and sits 
on the eggs for the first five 
days. 

After that, the female sits by 
day and father by night. That 
goes on for forty-two days, until 
the eggs are hatched.

Memory Selection: I am the 
good shepherd; the good shep- 
herd giveth his life for the 
sheep, John 10:11. 


Chapters 13 to 19, nine in all, 
of the 21 chapters of the Gospel 
as recorded by St. John, are de- 
voted to the last 24 hours of our 
Lord’s life before His death on 
the cross.

Half-hardy annuals, such as 
snapdragons, should not be 
planted in the open until after 
the last spring frost date for the 
locality; and tender annuals, 
such as zinnias, must be. planted 
only after the soil is warm. 

If you have no book showing 
average spring and autumn frost 
dates for your region, ask your 
nurseryman or agricultural ex- 
tension station what your dates 
are.

The Queen likes, whenever 
possible, to experiment with 
color and texture. She is keenly 
interested in the “feel” of fab- 
rics. She presses them with her 
fingers and tests them. She 
loved the soft silks, chalk-white 
satins, gold shantungs, the di- 
aphanous organzas, and the 
corded grosgrains, .from which 
day and evening dresses were 
made for the Indian visit. 

As soon as the Queen has 
chosen the materials, Mr. Hart- 
nell retires, usually to his coun- 
try house not far from Windsor 
Castle, to make delicate water- 
color sketches. of the suggested 
models. 


Much discussion goes on when 
the Queen sees these. Each 
design is conned in detail and 
visualized against the back- 
ground in which it is likely to 
be worn. For the Indian visit 
there were gorgeous settings, 
and eastern trappings, for which 
the Queen chose dresses mostly 
in plain colors—pastels for day, 
and white with gold or silver 
show up 
against the strong reds, greens, 
and blues worn by British ‘and 
Indian guests. 

For her first State banquet in 
Pakistan the Queen chose & 
white satin evening gown with 
a dramatic folded train of em- 
erald satin. flowing from the 
deep neckline, writes Ruth Jor- 
the Christian Science 
Monitor. 


Another evening dress was &- 


slender sheath, white crepe em- 
broidered in crystal _ brilliants 
and emeralds to match the 
Queen’s emerald and diamond 
tiara. 

For day wear the Queen chose 
loose, collarless coats over cool- 
looking dresses, one in gold 
ghantung and another in peri- 
winkle blue. 

-Once the Queen has decided 
on the styles, there is bustling 
activity in Mr. Hartnell’s work- 
rooms, behind the gray and sil- 
ver salon with its crystal chan- 
deliers, Madame Vera is linchpin 
of this activity. 

Skilful fitters go from the 
salon to the Palace at intervals 
where fittings are carried out 
under: the watchful eye of Mr. 
Hartnell and Madame Vera. 

Although there is a dummy of 
the Queen's figure, she has the 
usual number of fittings as ma- 
terials do not respond to an in- 
animate shape as they do to a 
moving figure. 

Only those who have seen the 
Queen at close range realize how 
petite she is and how sma}l her 
waist. 

As many of those thousands 
of people who flock to see the 
Queen only see her head even 
when she stands up in the limou- 
sine as she has been doing in her 
Indian tour her hats are most 
important. 

The Queen chose quite frivo- 
Qus models of petals and flowers 
in pale colors. These sat high on 
her head and held their own 
against a background of mag- 
nificent bright turbans worn by 
the Indians. Many of the Queen’s 
hats are made by Claude St. Cyr, 
of Paris, who has a London salon 
on the ground floor of Mr. Hart- 
nell’s house. 

Queen Elizabeth’s relaxed and 
simple manner ‘makes a fitting 
at Buckingham Palace an enjoy- 
able session. Often she.keeps the 
company laughing at her amus- 
ing remarks. She herself clear- 
ly enjoys every minute of plan- 
ning and fitting. Those who 
serve her experience a charming

President's Wife 
Digs Up Treasures 


Little has been seen of Mrs. 
Kennedy during her first month 
or more as a resident of the 
White House, but her presence 
has been felt in a very positive 
way. 

For she is obviously a rather 
positive woman, with a strong 
feeling for the artistic fitness of 
things. This was apparent al- 
most immediately. 

Like any wife coming into a 
new home, she looked it over 
and saw things to be done. First 
of all she was struck by the lack 
of authentic, period furniture in 
the downstairs public rooms. 

A quick tour of the White 
House brought to light hidden 
“treasures” in downstairs rooms 
and tucked away in locked cab- 
inets. As a result some of these 
have been brought forward for 
use as public display. She saw 
paintings which she felt could 
be’ more prominently displayed 
to advantage in other parts of 
the house. 

Soon the American public 
bevan to realize that this young 
woman with her quiet, almost 
shy appearance is a person with 
a mind of her own and not 
afraid to express it. 

Indeed, of all the nation’s First 
Ladies, it is doubtful if any has 
come into the White House and 
given it the imprint of her own 
personality in so short a time. 
Each First. Lady has, in some 
way, left her signature there in 
some contribution to its historic 
mosaic, but this has generally 
come over the course of years, 
not weeks. .Mrs. Eisenhower, for 
instance, made it her project to 
complete the china collection so 
that there are now pieces rep- 
resenting all first families. 

Jacqueline Kennedy plunged 
into White House housekeeping 
like an art collector into an an- 
tique sbop. She immediately 
came upon a historic desk made 
from the timbers of the British 
shin Resolute. 

The desk was one given to 
President Hayes in 1878, and 
used by many Presidents since. 
But during the remodelling of 
the White House in the Truman 
administration it was moved 
downstairs to what is known as 
the “breadeast room.” 


Mrs. Kennedy saw it not only 
as appropriate for the President's 
office because of its historic 
value, but also because of its 
connection with the sea. The 
President, as a Navy man, had 
‘recuested her to secure some 
paintings of naval battle scenes 
for his cffice. These she found 
among White House art, but the 
desk was an unexpected dis- 
eevery, 

Mony_ tourists have’ long ad- 
mired the lovely Howard Chan- 
dicr Christie wortralt of Mrs. 
Calvin Coolidge on the ground 
floor corridor, So did Mrs. Ken- 
nedy. and promptly had it hung 
in the more elegant setting of 
the Red Reom. ;
